The 
sky may bi' clear alleve when the travel­ 
er, leisurely jogging across the wide 
channel, hears his wagon wheels grate 
upon tin' sand with a peculiar sound. It 
means that the waters are stirring the 
sands beneath him, and then, if he 
knows the river, he lashes his horse,* 
making at all speed for the nearest 
bank, and lucky ho is if he reaches it 
safe.

Birds Have No Difficulty Finding It In the 
Snow. 
The number of birds that go to the 
arctic regions to breed is “ vast beyond 
conception. ' They go not by thousands, 
but by millions, to rear their young on 
the tundra. 
I he cause which attracts 


J them is because nowhere in the world 
j does nature provide at the same Jtime 


and in the same place “ sueti a lavish 
prodigality of food.” That the barren 
swamp of tin- tundra should yield a food 
supply so great sis to tempt birds to 
make journeys of thousand* of miles to 
rear their young in a land of plenty, 
only to tx* found beyond the arctic «ir- 
cle* seems incredible. 
The vegetation 
consists of cranberry, cloudberry and 
dewberry boshes. 
Forced by the 
r- 
j petual sunshine of the arctic suuimtr 


J these bear enormous crop* of fruit. But 
' the crop is not ripe until the middle and 
1 end of the arctic summer, aud if the 
fruit eating birds had to wait until it 
.w as ripe they would starve, for they 
■ arrive on the very day of the melting cf 
the snow. 
But each year the snow <1** 
scends on its immense crop of ripe fruit 
before the birds have time to gather it. 
It is then preserved beneath the snow, 
perfectly fresh and pure, and tin* melt­ 
ing of the snow discloses the bushes 
with the unconsumed last year s crop 
hanging on them or lying, ready to f* 
eaten, on the ground. The frozen meal 
stretches across the breadth of Asia 
never decays anti is accessible the mo­ 
ment the snow melts. Ages have tang t 
the birds that they have only to fly to 
the arctic circle to find such a store o 
“ crystallized foods” as w ill last them 
till the bushes are o n c e more forced lute 
bearing by the perpetual sunlight.

Lame D <*r and his outlaws had

making trouble in D ikoto, and Colonel 
Mib s raided t h e i r village. 
Ii** te l ls th** 
rest of th** story in hisjw rsonal reeolbsc- 
tioim thus: 
“ In the surprL* 
an* excitement of 
the wild onset of the charge a group of 
warriors was forc«*d aw ay from the rest. 
Before making the attack I had ordered 
our {sioux and Cheyenne Indiana to call 
out to the Lame Bier Indians that if 
they threw down their arms and sur­ 
rendered we woald spare their lives. As 
We galloped tip bi this group of warriors 
they apparently recognized the purjHirt 
of the demand arui drop|>**d their anus 
on the ground. In order to assure them 
of our good w ill I called oat, “ How 
how-kolu” (meaning friend), and ex 
tended my hand to the chief, Dame Deer, 
which hi* grasped, and in a few seconds 
mort* I would have secured him ami th** 
others, as, although he was wild and 
trembling with excitement, my adju­ 
tant, George W. Baird, was doing th** 
same with the head warrior, Iron Star. 
“ Unfortunately just at that time one 
of our white scouts rode up and joined 
th** group of officers and soldiers with 
nu*. He had mon* enthusiasm than dis- 
rretion anil, I presume, desired to insure 
my safety, as he drew up his rifle aud 
covered the Indian with it. Lame Deer 
saw' this and evidently thought the 
young scout was going to shoot him. 
I 
know of no other motive for his subse­ 
quent act than the belief that la* was to 
Im? killed whether he surrendered or not. 
As quick as thought, with one des­ 
perate, powerful effort, In* wrenched his 
hand from mine, although I tried to 
hold it, and grasped his rift** from tho 
ground, ran backward a few steps, rais­ 
ed his rifle to his eye and fired. S****ing 
his determined face, his set, jaw, wild 
eye ami th** open muzzle of his rifle, I 
realized my danger and instantly whirl­ 
ed my hone from him, and in this quic k 
movement the horse slightly settled back 
upon his haunches. At that moment the 
rid** flashed within ten feet of me, til** 
bullet whizz**d past my breast, leaving 
me unharmed, but unfortunately killing 
a brave soldier near my side." 
Naturally th** whole scattered band 
of Indians was instantly wiped out by a 
close and deadly tire from the soldiers. 
The incident is typical of the whole 
series of Indian campaigns in which 
General Miles figured in the last quarter 
of a century.

The French author, Maurice Calls, re­ 
cently published 
iii La Republique 
Francaise an essay about the restaurants 
and eating houses of Paris, relating 
many interns!ing details.

used is well worth repeating. Fora long 
time inns and eating houses in France 
were only intended for the benefit of 
traveling people, for the p*«ple took 
their meals at home, aud restaurants 
were unknown.

the kiud was founded in Paris iii 1763. 
A citizen by th** name of Boulanger 
opened in the Rue desPoulies an eating 
house when* soup, meat, fowl and eggs 
wen* served. 
A chronicler relates that 
meals were served then* on small, round, 
marble tables, and everything was scru­ 
pulously clean. 
Over the entry to this first eating 
house the proprietor had hung a sign, 
upon which were the Latin words, “ Ve­ 
nue ad me omnos qua? stomaeho labora- 
Yesterday tis, et ego restaurabo vos" (Come unto 
me all ye whose stomachs nt?ed attention, 
aud I w ill restore them). 
This is a par­ 
ody on the well known Biblical quota­ 
tion, “ Come unto me all ye who labor 
and are heavy laden, aud I w ill give you 
rest," only iii place of labor and heavy 
laden he said, “ whose stomachs need at­ 
tent ion. ’ ’ The word ‘ ‘ restaurabo, ’ ’ from 
t Ii** Latin “ res tau rare" (restore or re­ 
fresh), was th** main characteristic of the 
new establishment and gave it its name. 
Boulanger amassed a large fortune, for 
his enterprise proved eminently success­ 
ful, but he was soon imitated, some of 
his imitators becoming mine fatuous 
than he, like Borel, at whose place 120 
years ago meals could be had for 150 
fran**s ($60) per cover.

Most old churches of Europe haw a 
small door on the north side, and at 
certain points in tho sorvico this door 
was opened, and a liell was rang to give 
notice to the devil, if he chanced to bo 
present, that hi* might make his exit 
before th** elevation. 
By th** command 
of Pope John IX church bells were* rung 
as a protection against thunder and 
lightning. 
The monument of Persona, 
til** Etrurian king, was decorated with 
pinnacles, each surmounted with a bell, 
which tinkled in th** breeze. The army 
of Clothaire raised tho siege of Sens on 
account of a panic occasioned among 
the 111**11 by a sudden chints from the 
bells of St. Stephen’s church.

St Moscow. Its weight is 250 tons, and

This 
was from I HGG to 1H74, when the Dem­ 
ocrats again secured control of the* gov­ 
ernment aud have* held it e ve r since. 
The election of (George* 8. Houston, a 
Democrat, as governor in 1N74 was one 
of the hotte*st ever held in the*state, aud 
many were the tricks practiced on Lith 
side*s in that elation.

Repeaters were common* in 
those* days, and this device was used by 
the Democrats to catch tin* negroes, who 
had learned the repeating trick.

On the election day mentioned the 
polling places were opened, and the* vot­ 
ing commenced. 
The Democratic, elec­ 
tion office rs at the* boxes had secured a 
stock of small fishhooks with w hich to 
carryout their new plan. 
W heneve*r a 
negro voted, an officer stuck a hook in 
the voter's vest front, where it could be 
plainly seen. After having exercised his 
constitutional right of voting, ‘ Cutty 
proceeded to another polling place and 
sought to vote a second time*. 
lh* was 
thereupon arre sted and put in jail upon 
a charge of fraud. 
The scheme w ork* d 
like a charm. By noon 175 negroes had 
been arrested and jailed- 
The whole­ 
sale* unvsts so frighte ned thee negroes 
who had not vote d that they refrained 
from going to the pe>lis that day, and 
the De mocrats won the* election.—Chi­

J. Fox, and Ie1 is fond of telling how 
he ran Cavalier county in the first w in­ 
ter of its existence, 
it came alinit in 
this way; 
Cavalier county had been named, but 
unorganized, tor several years up to 
IM I. 
It consisted of a large strip of 
land, all owned by the government. Iv 
ing west of the western boundary line 
of Pembina county. 
About that time 
P. M cHugh of Bathgate was elected as 
a representative of Pembina county in 
the legislature, and it occurred to him 
and to Attorney W, J. Mooney of tho 
name village that it would be w ell to 
organize Cavalier county and add to it 
the tim** ranges in the western part of 
Pembina county. 
This western part of 
Pembina county was Very much higher 
than the rest of the county, and was 
situated, the people said, and say vet, 
"on the mountain. ” 
So McHugh got a 
bill 
through the legislature defining 
Cavalier county as it is today. 
That was in the w inier of 13*4-5. 
A courthouse was built at Langdon, 
w hich was designated as the county 
seat, and at tie* election in November 
various county officers were elected. 
But none of the county officers came to 
Langdon to live. 
It was aln*ady a bad 
winter, and they could see no reason 
why they should come if there was 
Bomi* out* there to take clung** of the 
records. So they united in asking E. J. 
Fox, a young man just from Canada, 
to take charge of th** offices until sum­ 
mer. Fox accepted the ]s)sition, or posi- 
tions, and in December took charge of 
the affairs of the county. 
The court­ 
house was then a larg** building— in 
fart, too larg** for us**. Fox decided 
that it would I** better to leave it n - 
cattt until spring, and Ii** took up his 
abode* in a one room “ claim shack, ’ tie' 
only other building in town. 
This was 
about 15 by 90 feet in dimensions, and 
there he lived and did business that 
winter. He was deputy clerk of the 
courts, county judge, com ity treason r, 
county auditor aud register of di ode. 
The si 1 . 1 ill lived in the country and th** 
superintendent 
of sc In sill lived just 
across the Manitoba line. 
Tile sheriff 
did not serve out Ins term, for lie was 
put in jail for sh*Kiting a man in a fight. 
Then* was not alioth* r living soul w ith­ 
in two miles. 
Fox lived entirely alone, and did his 
own cooking, except th** bread baking, 
which was done by a neighbor three 
mi Las away. Langdon, though the coun­ 
ty seat, was not yet a postoffice. 
Th*1 
postmaster of Olga, in th** eastern part 
of tin* county, used to send over a larg** 
package of letters and imper# a1 snit 
tw ice a week to th** people whom he 
knew lived near Langdon, and Fox 
would give to these people their m ail 
when they called for it. 
There w a s not 
one settler 40 m iles to the west, but 
alxmt 40 and 50 m iles northwest, near 
th** Manitoba line, there were several 
settlers, aud some of these used to drive 
that great distance to "til**” on a home­ 
stead or a tree claim. When they did 
that, Fox had to give them their meals 
and lodgings, and, iii fact, he had often 
to keep a sort of hotel. 
The w inter of 1884-5 was very cold, 
and at night Fox used often to lie 
awake and listen to th** blizzards howl 
around his little shack. 
He was kept 
busy, however, for there were many 
filings, r* gisterings of mortgages and a 
few deeds. All average of two or three 
men would come to see him daily on 
business, but Ii** seldom saw a woman. 
Nearly all the settlers near him at that 
time were bachelors, who afterward 
went back to Canada to get married; 
and indeed Fox did th** same. 
Every­ 
body was poor, and yet they all seemed 
to enjoy themselves, though they had 
to haul their wheat from 50 to 75 m iles 
to market. 
The w inter passed very s\s iftly, and 
in the summer Mooney and McHugh 
came w ith their fam ilies. 
Then other 
settlers began to pour in. 
Buildings 
went up, as if by magic, aud in a few 
months thor** were a postoffice and a 
dozen dwellings. Talk of a railroad be­ 
gan to be heard, and iii a few months 
it came. 
Then indeed Pooh-Bah Fox 
had to surrender las glory. Ho chose to 
take up the hum ble position of superin­ 
tendent of the schools of the county 
and lie still retains the place. He is dis­ 
posed to think that, iii spite of th** com­ 
forts and conveniences of the present 
mode of life here, he enjoyed him self 
more that winter when he was monarch 
of all the government offices of Cavalier 
county.— Langdon (N. D .) Cor. Chicago 
Record.
